— The National Gaz 
etie says that slight importance is at- 
tached in well-infornied circles to Prince 
Uoheiilohe's a])pointinent to the minis 
try of foreign allair.s, which is uttribut 
ed to a desire to fauilitato intercoursn 
between the Emperor and Bismarck, 
on account of the indisposition of tlie 
latter.

vessels, between Iho Baltic Sea and 
the German Ocean. The scheme is

AFGHANISTAN. 
Lahsiiie, Feb. 28.; — Tbe Civil and 
Military Gazette says that the following 
in the programme the Indian Govern- 
ment will enforce unless somo unfor- 
secn accidents occur: First, that He- 
rat and Afghanistan are to be placed' 
under Persian rule. Second, thatSouth- 
thern Afghanistan with Candahar aa 
its capital is to bo a dependency under 
British protection. Third, that East- 
ern Afghhanistan is to be a dejienden- 
cy under British protection with the 
capital at Cabul. Tlie.se two depend- 
encies to be garrisoned by Hazira Ka- 
zilbaah and other native levies under 



English ofEcers. Fourth, that portions 
of Afghanistan territory are to be an- 
nexed to Khelat and Cashmere. Pifth, 
that India retains Kurch Khoshland 
and Khybcr to Jallalabadj and finally, 
there is a strong inclination to^^form 
Merv into a State under Anglo-Persian 
guarantee. 

Beune, Feb, 28, — Tho work of pierc- 
ing Mont St. Gothard was satisfac- 
torily completed at 9 o'clock. 

RUSSIA. 

London, Feb. 28. — A dispatch from 
St. Petersburg says it may be unintel- 
ligible to many persons abroad how 
the Nihilists succeeded in doing tlieir 
work in tho very reaidenco of tho Im- 
perial family. Probably no other 
building in St, Petersburg is leas safe 
than the Wintisr Palace. It has always 
been tho refuge of numberless vaga- 
bonds and workmen, friends of the ser- 
vants and others, many without pass- 
ports who could not live with impunity 
anywhere else. Tho Imperial ukase 
last April gave full power to General 
Gourka to search the Palace, but oven 
that severe governor general could 
hardly venture to interfere with the 
special authorities of tho Imperial resi- 
dence. There i.s an old Russian law 
which gives the right of sanctuary to 
criminals taking refuge within Im 
perial palaces. . ■ 

CALIFORNIA. 

San Fkancisco, Feb. 28.— Tho Park 
Commissioners authorize David Bush 
to put as many men on tho park as he 
can find means to pay for their labor. 

— In the As- 
sembly this moriiing Braunlmrt at- 
tempted to addres.s the liouse. Tlie 
speaker ordered him to take his seat. 
Braunhart refused and the speaker ap- 
pealed to the members of tho House 
who ordered Braunhart to be put under 
arrest. 

San Francisco, Feb. 29.— The city 
has to all appearances resumed its 
wonted quie:. No further disturbance 
is likel}' at present. Tho impression 
among the best informed seems to be 
that if tho order to condemn China- 
town is carried out legally in good 
faith at the end of thirty days' notice 
given there will b6 no further trouble. 
If anything occurs or interferes yfith 
the execution of that jiroject thero will 
be no guarantee of peace.

CANADA. 

Montreal, Feb. 26, — Creditors of 
tho Mechanics' bank have resolved to 
prosecute the directors and cashier. 

Toronto, Feb. 25. — A strike of pud- 
dlers closed the rolling mill at the Lon- 
donderry iron mines. 

UNITED STATES. 
WAsniNOTON, Feb. 26.— The Gov- 
ernment has'revoked the'iorderi prohib- 
iting the importation ; of neat cattle 

from Canada, 

The snow in the cuts on the North- 
ern Pacitic railway ia like stonewalls. 
No trains can be •forced through. 

New York, Feb. 27.— ;Herbert Bur- 
rell and Andrew B. Copmbs, who left 
Boston on the 9th of July in a small 
decked boat for Melbourne, proceeded 
no further on their voyage than a fish- 
ing village twenty miles north of Ba- 
hia, when they were com])elled to land 
in distress. They reached hero to-day 
in tiie steamer City of Parai 

Albany, Feb. 25. — A fire to-night 
destroyed the Delovan block. The loss 
is estimated at ovdr $1,000,000. 

COLORADO. 
Denver, Feb. 25.— The Western 
Union Telegraph Company have filed 
ail injunction to restrain the American 
Union Company from working their 
lines in Kansas and Colorado. The 
wires have since been cut in spito of 
the injunction. 

CALIFORNIA. 
Sacramento, Feb. 26. — ^In the as- 

seniljly Tyler offered a re.solution recit- 
ing a card published by ]\Iaybell and 
Josselyn, .-iskiiig Kearney to vi.'iit Sa- 
cramento and bring some rope, as somo 
legislators needed hanging, and author- 
izing the speaker to appoint a commit 
tee of three to see if the privileges of 
tho house had not been trespassed upon 
bv said card. Tho resolution was 
adopted. During debate great excite- 
ment ensued. Braunhart eallod Fox 
attorney for the S[)ring Yallej Com- 
pany, and was hauled before the house 
for it. Maybell called Tyler a police 
court shyster, but was not punished. 

Kearney was yesterday found guilty 
of using threats to intimidate a legisla- 
tor. 

San Fuancisco, Feb. 25. — Unem- 
ployed men yesterday waited upon 
Alex. Sharon, of the Palace hotel, who 
declined to allow their interference 
with his business. Leaders of the 
movement informed the crowd of the 
result and added that in their opinion 
it was no harm to kill such a man. 
Mrs. Smith, who has been prominent 
in the movement lately, suggested dyna- 
mite as a means of removing the 
Chinatown nuisance. Tho parade will 
be continued during the day, unem 
[iloyed women joining the ranks. ' 

The board of supervisors passed an 
ordinance to increase the police force 
to four hundred men. Tho Mayor has 
filed a protest against the increase. 

L. J, Gannon, who ha's been promi- 
nent in calling upon employers of Chi- 
nese labor asking the substitution of 
white men, has been arriested for using 
incendiary language. Sheriff Desmond 
bailed him. 

In a communication to tho board of 
suj)crvisors to-day. Mayor Kalloch 
stated that he had been told by ex- 
super vi.sor Gibbs that the police had ^ 
definite information that n. plan had i 
been organized' to 'fire' the city in sever- j 
al places. He farther stated that he i 
believed tho report to be' without foun- 
dation in fact. 

The board of supervisoi's have re- 
scinded a resolution passed at. the last 
meeting endorsing tho ' actipo of tbe 



board of health condemning Chinatown, 
but tho powers of the boai-d of health 
are not abridged by the rescinding. 

At a meeting of workingmen to-day 
tho following resolutions were pa^cd: — 

Rtiolved, Tba,b,we deprecate and de- 
nounce any lawless attempt from any 
source whatever, and declare ourselves 
unhesitatingly and unreservedly in 
favor of a peaceful process as the sur- 
est and speediest solution of all our 
diOiculties. 

Resolved, Thab while diacdunte- 
nance all lawlessness and warn our 
friends among the workingmen against 
it, yet wo wish it understood and give 
deliberate notice that on the perpetra- 
tion of any outrage upon any of our 
friends or leaders, or tho employment 
of any police or other forcQ to interfere 
with the peaceful operation of the laws 
in the abatement of the Chineie nui- 
sance, or any accession to the infamous 
demands of tho craven Chinese consul, 
Mr. Bee, for foreign military interfor- 
once, we are ready to assert and main- 
tain onr rights, avenge our friends and 
visit upon the low, designing minions 
of power — backed up though they may 
bo by cowardly capitalists and corpora- 
tions — punishment so s^wift and terri- 
ble that the reader of history will 
shudder at the record. Wo have kept 
the pence; wo intend to keep tbepeace; 
but wo are not to bo trifled with. The 
law must be obeyed — tbe Chinese must 
go. Wo know our rights, and know- 
ing, dare maintain them. 

The Mayor advised a discontinuance 
of processions for the jiresent and his 
advice was adopted. It may bo said 
that there is some danger of a conflict 
on account of fears of both parties. 
Workingmen profess to believe that 
there is an organized effort about to be 
made to resist by force of arms the en- 
forceniont of the laws and ordinances 
recently jiassod, and claim to bo tho 
party of law and order. Among the 
business class there is a tendency to 
accept violent ond incendiary language 
of the workingmen'a orators at its face 
value and to fear some overt act direct- 
ed against Chinato^.vn or the employers 
of C!ii iie.se. Thero i.s also a strong feel- 
ing of impatience, auger and dingust 
at tho protracted and threatening char- 
ucter of this agitation, which has al- 
most paralyzed business interests, reacts 
ing upon its supporters, and the senti- 
ment is frequently expressed that 
rather than suffer a continuance of the 
evil it would be preferable to have it 
out at once for all, and the sooner the 
better. The -workingmen's leaders evi- 
dently have no desire to paocipitate a 
conflict, and their action to day ihdi-'' 
cates that their policy-is rather to keep 
tho agitation just at such point as falls 
short of violence yet is sufliciontly 
threatening to induce acquiesence in 
their desires. This line of action is 
dangerous in view of the excited 
state of the public mind, and may re- 
sult in provoking the other side into 
some action that will bring about a 
collision. Indeed, that is perhaps at 
present the greatest source of danger. 

Tho ninth ward club, W.P.C., met 
this evening and organized a military 
company, 22 signing the roll. 

Around the police headquarters 
everything is profoundly quiet, and no 
unusual force is on dutv.

■ on his heels to pass. After a time it was 
seen that Major Humphreys was capable 
of atronc; nttachments, and as years rolled 

■ W ho became Bome^iiig of a favorite 
with the guests at the hotoK ' Very little 
was ever learned of his past history; but 
he openly avowed himself a secession- 
ist (the war botwoeii North and South 
was then waging), who had sought that 
peace andBccurity bonccth the British flag 
which he was denied in his own land. 
When the war closed in 1865 the Major 

■ announced his intention of returning to 
the States; but he remained until 1867 
when ho died after a short and painful 
illness. His etl'ects, aa far as tliuy could, 
bo secured (including money in tho bank), 
were placed in the hau'ds of the public ad- 
ministrator; but valuable jewelry — such 
as a diamond pin and studs, goldwatch 
and ch»in, and other valuables, disapponr- 
ed from liis room on tho night of his 
death and were never recovered. Adver- 
tisementa for heirs of the estate were in- 
■ectcd in the newspapers in the United 
Btatos and many intiuirics wero received 
from all parts; but only recently and after 
a lapse of thirteen years, h.is a lady ap- 
peared who claims to havo been xlio wife 
of the deceased gentleman and tho mother 
of his child. If tlio proofs are 
satisfactory it is not unlikely that the 
estate win shortly be adjudicated upon. 

Cableqrams. — Mr. N\ . F. Archibald, 
manager of ti.o Western ITnion Telegraph

Code messages must be composod 
of words in the English, French, German, 
Spanish, Itrlian, Dutch, Portuguese and 
Latin languages. Proper names (names 
of peraonn and places) will not be allowed 
. ^ in.the text of code messages, except in the 
manner thoyi are used in ordinary prirate 
mesqagCB. 

3rd. Groups of figures or letters will b« 
counted at tlio rate of three figures or let- 
ters to a word, plus tho word for any ex- 
cess. 

4th. The extra charge of half a rate for 
cypher messages will be abolished. 

As the tch letter limit applies to all tho 
words of a cable message, registered ad 
drcHsea of ton words, or loss than ten 
words, should bo substituted for those 
c'vntaiiiing more than ten lettora. 

Won ui.s Case. — In the wintor of 1874- 
6, Hugh Waters (\vell known at Victoria) 
was illegally imprisoned by Capt. J. B. 
Campbell, commander of tho post at Fort 
Wrangel. Waters was honorably acquit- 
ted of any suspicion of wrong when his 
cause came on for trial. In 1875-(i ho 
brought suit against Campbell for false 
imprisonment, placing his damages at 
$10,000. The - plaintiff was granted a 
change of venue from Astoria^ to tlie 
United States circuit court bofor^^^iidgtf- 
Doady, and in 1877 obtained a juS'nient 
for ^480. Subsequently a bill ffr; his 
i Telief was presented in congress, whcro it 
had been pending until a few weeks since, 
when it passed both houses, granting 
Waters tho sum allowed, as also nearly 
8200 witness fees accumulated during the 
trial-of the c&sc—Oregonian.

Suprerao Court. 

[Before tho fail Court.] 

Monday, March 1. 

Jackson, PoweU and Green (executors 
of Rhodesf deceased,) t!j.>K; 0; Janion— 
The plaintiffs' action was for unliquidated 
damages for tho alleged breach of an 
agreement entered into between the de- 
ceased and tho defendant. The agreo- 
niont provided for tho influencing of con- 
aigumonts by tho defendant in England to 
Mr. Rhodes and his firm in Victoria and 
that it should terminate in S^ept.'^ .187U. 
The declaration stated defendant's refusal 
to continue tho agreement with tho eseou- 
tora or with A. R. Groen, who had been 
deputed to carry on tho business. Tho 
defendant had obtained leave to both 
plead and demur at tho same time to the 
declaration and had, in addition, applied 
for lean to plead several defences, an 
aV^tract of which was given. Amongst 
those allowed by Mr. Justice Crease woro 
pleas alleging tho death of Mr. llhodus in 
November, 1878, that ho was thu solo 
member of tho firm, and that defendant 
had never agreed either with tho oxoou- 
tora or with Mr. Groen to influence ship- 
ments to them. Other pleafrhad also been 
allowed, but Mr. Justice Creaso had dis- 
allowed a proposed ninth plea tho ab- 
stract of which was to tho efJeot that the 
agraemont was subject to a collatoral un- 
dertaking that remittances coverins; tho 
proceeds of consignments should bo mado. 
with regularity and had not been mado. 
Against this ndinj{ the defendant appeal- 
ed. Mr. Robertson, Q.C., showed cause 
against tho rule, which was supported by 
Mr. McCroight, Q.C., Mr. Alex. E. B. 
Davib with him, 

The full Court discharged tho rule on 
the ground that the intended defence was 
not sufficiently disclosed to Mr. Justice 
Creaso in tho abstract of tho proposod 
pica. Tho defendant's contention, how- 
ever, was that the abstract need not set 
out the dofenco in as ample n manner as 
would bo necessary when tho plea would 
be drawn it pursuance of the leave. Tho 
Court, while dissenting from this view 
and discharging the rule, did so without 
prejudice to a renewed application before 
Air. Justice Creaso to allow the plea on 
furnishing an abstract thereof insuthcient- 
ly setting out that tho want of regular re- 
mittances was to supersede the agreement.
